ditions of  said  bequest.

DERRY  POLICE  COURT. 

West  Derry,  N.   H.,  February  20th,   1905. 
To  the  Citizens  of  Berry,  N.  H. — 

Possibly  no  apology  is  needed  in  presenting  to  the  cit- 
izens of  Derry  a  few  suggestions  which  have  forced  them- 
selves upon  me  as  the  Justice  of  the  Police  Court  of  the  town. 
It  may  well  be  first  remarked  that  this  Court  has  little  to  inter- 
est only  as  concerns  the  sale  and  use  of  liquors.  Under  Pro- 
hibition it  had  mainly  to  do  with  the  sale  of  liquors  and  un- 
der License  it  is  exclusively  confined  to  the  treatment  of  those 
who  use  the  liquor. 

That  these  conditions  are  not  permanent  and  will  prob- 
ably be  changed  on  the  first  of  May  next  is  due  to  the  gallant 
exercise  of  their  independence  by  the  voters  of  our  town  in 
November  last  when  the  town  voted  no  license  by  a  decided 
majority  The  real  force  of  public  opinion  is  no  where  better 
illustrated  than  in  the  village  of  West  Derry  where  ever 
since  the  town  has  placed  itself  on  the  side  of  Prohibition 
although  the  laws  will  remain  unchanged  for  two  months 
longer  still  there  has  been  a  most  marked  improvement  in  the 
conduct  of  those  who  frequent  the  saloons  and  the  boys 
especially  seem  to  have  "caught  on"  that  "It  is  not  good 
form"  to  visit  the  dives.  Doubtless  there  were  citizens  who 
voted  for  License  last  year  who  sincerely  believed  that  such  a 
change  in  the  laws  would  serve  to  restrict  the  sale  and  use  of 
liquor  as  a  beverage,  That  they  have  become  convinced  that 
they  were  in  error  the  great  change  in  the  vote  at  the  last 
election  plainly  shows.  Undoubtedly  those  influential  per- 
sons are  now  in  the  very  front  rank  of  those  who  will   never 
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again  vote  to  clothe  with  legal  sanction  that  horrid  traffic 
which  more  than  any  other  cause  is  the  parent  of  poverty,  vag- 
rancy, insanity,  divorce,  crime  and  death.  We  feel  like  congrat- 
lating  our  entire  citizenship  upon  the  bright  prospects  before 
our  town  if  we  shall  be  able  to  strictly  enfoice  the  Prohibition 
we  have  so  strongly  voted.  Not  that  we  expect  to  reform  all 
the  old  inebriates  but  for  the  sake  of  the  young  who  must 
soon  take  upon  themselves  the  Public  controll  now  exercised 
by  us.  How  futile  are  our  efforts  for  the  Old  Drinkers  when 
the  saloons  are  open  is  readily  shown  by  the  records  of  this 
court  where  in  the  past  year  nearly  loo  "Drunks"  have  been 
arraigned  and  usually  exhorted  with  all  earnestness  to  reform 
with  no  result  beyond  Promises  and  sometimes  Tears.  Be- 
tween 30  and  40  have  been  sent  to  imprisonment  for  longer  or 
shorter  terms  without  one  instance,  so  far  as  I  can- learn  that 
the  discipline  has  wrought  any  good. 

Nothing  is  plainer  than  that  if  the  State  the  town  allow 
•the  display  in  the  plate  glass  windows  of  the  saloons  of  these 
fatal  beverages  the  work  of  wrecking  our  citizenship  and  ruin- 
ing our  business  will  go  forward  at  rapid  rate.  If  to  our  Boys 
and  Young  men  and  to  the  workmen  in  the  shops  we  shall  be 
able  to  open  up  a  library  and  a  reading  room  in  the  new  and 
beautiful  Memorial  Building  as  a  counter  attraction  to  that 
■which  has  been  preferred  by  the  State  and  just  across  the 
street  we  may  justly  hop6  to  save  all  the  boys  and  most  of  the 
young  men  whose  steps  had  well-nigh  slipped. 

The  financial  showing  is  quite  in  favor  of  our  new  policy 
of  prohibition  and  although  the  figures  are  in  so  many  divis- 
ions of  official  controll  that  exact  balance  sheets  are  impossi- 
ble yet  a  few  facts  may  be  given.  While  the  town  of  Derry 
receives  $1,269.00  for  the  License  Fees  it  is  easy  to  see  that 
the  increase  in  the  expenses  of  the  Court,  the  Officers  and  the 


Criminals  has  increased  in  a  much  greater  proportion  so  that 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  Bribe  or  License  Fees  coming  to  the 
town  for  the  lessening  of  taxes  is  plainly  a  "delusion  and  a 
snare,"  which,  while  it  can  bribe  no  honest  man  can  deceive 
no  intelligent  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOAED  OF  HEALTH. 


The  board  has  received  but  few  complaints  from  the  un- 
sanitary condition  of  buildings  this  year. 

The  chief  duty  of  the  board  has  been  in  looking  after  the 
•contagious  diseases  which  have  appeared  in  town  from  time 
5to  time. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  diphtheria  and  several  of 
measles.  The  people  failing  to  report  the  latter  as  too  insig- 
nificant, makes  it  impossible  to  have  a  correct  report.  Al- 
though the  law  is  emphatic  on  the  importance  of  reporting 
measles  as  any  other  disease,  and  the  penalty  is  as  severe  for 
failing  to  do  so,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  law  : 

"When  any  householder  knows  or  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  person  within  his  family  or  household  has  either  of 
the  following  diseases,  viz.  :  cholera,  smallpox,  typhus  fever, 
el  1  er  fever,  diphtheria,  membraneous  croup,  scarlet  fever,  ty- 
phoi  d  fever  or  measles,  he  shall  within  24  hours  give  notice 
to  the  local  board  of  health,  unless  a  physician  has  been 
•called,  in  which  case  the  ph}sician  will  give  the  notice  and 
hy  so  doing  relieve  the  householder  of  all  responsibility  in  the 
«ase." 

"Any  person  or  corporation  failing  to  comply  with  the 
above  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $200,  or  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months  or  both. 
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Any  person  can  readily  see  that  they  are  liable  to  the 
penalty  as  set  forth  above  by  failing  to  report  any  of  the  dis- 
eases aforementioned,  and  it  is  only  the  leniency  of  the  Board 
that  has  saved  several  from  being  brought  up  for  their  care- 
lessness.

REPORT  OP  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  compliance  with  the  law  the  School  Board  respectful- 
ly presents  its  annual  report  with  a  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  financial  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1905. 
We  find  that  we  have  enrolled  581  scholars,  a  net  gain  over 
last  report  of  54  ;  this  gain  is  confined  almost  entirely  to  the 
West  Derry  Village.  Numbers  and  other  conditions  in  the 
outer  districts  remain  about  the  same  as  reported  last  year. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  furnish  the  remaining  vacant 
room  at  the  East  side  school  building  and  have  placed  a 
teacher  in  charge,  to  accommodate  the  increasing  numbers. 
With  the  prospect  of  increased  industries  in  the  immediate 
future,  we  are  reminded  that  something  will  have  to  be 
done  to  increase  our  accommodations.  We  have  over  400 
children  in  the  east  and  west  side  school  buildings  about 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  number  in  town  ;  many  of  the  rooms 
are  in  a  crowded  condition  which  is  detremental  to  goo  d 
progress. 

There  seems  to  have  been  an  unusual  amount  of  truanc  y 
the  past  year,  this  also  does  much  to  check  good  advance- 
ment in    the  schools. 

Parents  have  allowed  their  children  to  be  absent  from 
school  on  very  trival  excuses,  constant  attendance  is  neces 
sary  for  good  results. 

A  large  per  cent  of  the  boys  on  reaching  the  age  of  14 
seek  employment  certificates  ;  generally  this  ends  their  chance 
for  an  education.     The  pressing  need  of    the    almighty  dollar 
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is  responsible  for  this.  We  hope  in  the  near  future  there  may 
be  some  help  for  this  class  who  are  deprived  of  the  educa- 
tional advantages  of  the  day.
